COLLAPSE OF A BUILDING. 

One Thonaand I'ertona Throwa to the 
>1«or BMMtk, CntMmg Vally Two 
Hondred People Auemblcd TMn— Ke 
One Wm Killed Ontrlgtat bot Om Bm 
Mm* INsd-^IMrtiato 1 Mm StaMtor. 

Atlantic City, .Tnly 1 1 .—The social 
Bessioii tendered by Atlantic City lodge 
to tl:f visiting' Klks at the Bultimore 
avenue Uaaiuo last night ended in a ter- 
rible diwster in which fully lOO persons 
were mora or less seriously injured. 
The sefldOB had jnst opened and only 
(iiie of the speakers had been heard, 
■\vlien, without the slightest warning, 
the building, which had not been used 
for several years, collapsed, and fully 

I, 000 persons wero thrown to the floor 
beneath. 

Many women, the wives of the Tisit- 
Ing Elks, went down in the roins. Fol- 
ly 200 persons, who were on the llrst 
fliior (if thH imilding, and immediately 
li'iK uili tla< banquet hall, were crushed 
beneath timbers and lay helpless. The 
fact that all the elo<nric lights in the 
building went out at the timu the build- 
ing gave way, added to the terrible situ- 
ation. A double al.irui for the tire de- 
XJartnient was at oii.-e turned lu aud the 
city's tire force of MO tiremen and every 
police otHcer lu the (rity were <ralled to 
the scene as a hospital corps. The 
po!:<-,i aniliulancej and carria;,'0.s i f every 
vii\-< ripLJOU were utilized to convey the 
injured to the hospitals and to their 
hot! Is. 

When the police luid lirenien arrived 
ou tlie scene the excitciucut wa.s so in- 
tense that tliey scarcely knew where to 
begin tirst. An immeu.so crowd of peo- 
ple had been attracted to the pluco by 
the uoise of the falling building aud the 
groans of the unfortunates who were 
piuued l>»neatl» bricks and tiiulicrs. 
The streets for several blocks were 
choked. The air was full of anxious 
iuqnirica for friends and relatives who 
were thought to havo been in the build- 
liig. Withiu a few luiuuies ti»e police 
succeeded iu clcariug the space iu the 
immediate neighborhood of the build- 
ing uud plaoed ropes aronnd to keep (he 
Oiuwd back. 

Iu the ujcantimo the firemen bad set 
to work to extricate the wouuded from 
beneath tlie mass of timbers, and th^y 
were aided in their work by the hotel 
keepers and residents near the scene. 
Every house waa thrown opeu for the 
reception of . the injured, and every 
available cou^eyanoe was pressed into 
service to carry them to their hotels. 
Meanwhils physicians were on the 
scene, aud were doing everything iu 
their power to aid (be nnforcnuates 
who had been canght iu the cr.isii. As 
quickly, as the nnconscions form uf a 
victim was taken oat of . the mius will- 
iugiwndsbora it (o the nearest place, 
and evervthiug (bat sargical skill cuold 
do to alleviate their suiterings was 
dose. 

The eseitement amidst (be assem- 
bled crowds was even greater than that 
in the immediate neighborhood uf the 
bnildiug. All sorts of ramors were 
rife. It was first rapqfted that the 
bnilding bad ouni^t fin, aud that in 
the conseqtiBttt panic many lives ha^ 
been crushed oat. Then a rumor came 
that the entire edifice had collapsed. As 
it had beeu generally known, however, 
that the social .session of the order had 
been in progress in the bmldiug, and 
that it womd in all likelihood be tlio 
largest attended event of the conven- 
tion, almost every uew arrival upon the 
scene was ;Uuiost frantic with gi'ief aud 
unxinty for some relative or friend. 
Tln ir fears were to au extent quieted, 
however, when it won learned from a 
tfood source ihM no lives had been lost. 

lu the excifcuient of the disaster it 
was almost impossible to procure ac- 
curate derails.

ATiosno City, July 11.— Yesterday 
morning's sesKion of the GAnd Lodize 
of iO;ks witnessed the completion of tlio 
peai;e uegociutions for the ouitiug of 
the two (uctioiis of the great order. It 
was the result of a secret conference 
lasting the greater part of tlie previous 
lugat, at wiucii Meade D. Detweiler 
and seteMd lepreseutativos of the|^iaf- 
f alo faction and the grand exited voler 
aud grand' hxige of the Atlantio Oit^ 
faction were present. 

A com;uitt<ie was appointed to escort 
Mr. Dutweiier, who was the recoguix.vd 
head of the Buffalo faction, iuto tlie 
meeting hall yesterday. His anival 
was auuouuced, aud as be entered the 
building the entire grand lodge rose ia 
a bjdy, aud with hands clasped saug 
"Aold Lang Syne." Cheer after ohaer 
reus tbA Air, hats wera thrown to the 
oeiltng, and the wildest kind of en* 
thO'tiasm reignod. Thero was a brief 
cessation when Mr. Detweiler ascended 
to the stage. He grasped the baud of 
Grand Exalted Raler Hay, and both 
men were visibly aflleoted. 

After addressing Mr. Hay as grand 
exalted mier amid, another oatoarst of 
cheering, he coutinned by reviewing 
the differanoeS that have separated the 
lodge, and declared that it was the 
proa lest moment of his life when lie 
coaii say: "Tuauk Orod, I aui buck iu 
thef Jld." Speeches were made by Mt. 
Hay aud otiiers of the grand lodge oUi- 
cials.

Tonas Betnida Palma Baa Been Selected 
Joee Martr* (inoMMon 

Ni:w Y(inK. .Tnly 11.— The Cu'»£.n 
societies in tliis and other cities of tl*o 
United States are intensely intere.'-ie i 
iu the election of a president for the 
Cuban republic, which the revolution- 
ists hope to create. The president will 
take charge of the movement for inde- 
pendence. He will farther made efforts 
to secure from the governments of this 
and other coantries reo(M(nitiou of the 
insurgent force as entitled to the rights 
of belligerents. 

Enrique Trajillo, editor of El Poii- 
venir, and one of the nvolutionary 
leadien in this dtnr, said: 

"We already have received b.iUots 
from seven of (he 10 olabs which fordi 
(he eleo(aral college. Thoee we have 
heard from ore Ooiua and Jaoksouville, 
Fla., Vera Cnu, Mex., New Orleans, 
Chicago, Philadelphia aud New York. 
They ara anauimously in favor of 
Tomas Estrada Palma. The three dis- 
taricts yet to be heard from are Tampa 
and Key West, Fla., and Kingston, 
Jamaica. We will soon heai- from these 
three, .nnd they will, I am couliilciit, 
send ballots for Mr. Palma. Tomorrow, 
without doubt, we can aunouuce tue 
election of Mr. Palma as president of 
the Cuban ,rapablio." 

Mr. Palma is a well ktiowu ami 
wealthy Cuban. He has long been 
identified with movements for the inde- 
pendence of Cuba.

— The tioDil 
cau.sed by the overilowmj.; of the Smoty 
river is unabated as yet. Five hundred 
people have beeu driven from (heir homes 
iu this city alone. They have taken 
refuge iu school buildingAond ara being 
cared for by cidzens. The valley of the 
Smoky river has been desolated beyond 
description. Huudreds of farmers and 
their families liave haa to fly for their 
lives. 

A Swede who lives 10 miles up the 
river went with his wife on horseback 
to ad elevated island to release some 
cattle. While thera a sadden change in 

the curreut submerged the island, and 
they only escape i from being drowned 
by climbin;^ trees. After six hoora' 
imprisonmeut they were rescued by 
men iu boats.

The general tone of reports continues 
to be cheerful, and while neveral impor- 
tant crops have not come up to expecta- 
tions, the outlook for all which will be 
harvested from this tim^ on to the end 
of the season is very promisins. 

The work of cutting wheat was about 
completed durinjr the week, and thresh 

hi 

yield continue to be conflicting, thongh 
hut very few correspondents estimate 
that the crop will be np to the average. 
Generally speaking, the yield is much 
lees than was anticipated, and the qual- 
ity of the grain is not up to the standard. 
Considerable damage to wheat in the 
shock resulted from the heavy rains of 
t lie week. The rains have also interfere) 1 
with the work of threshing to eome ex- 
tent. 

No crop has improved more undi>r 
recent favoral)le intluences than oats. 
Harvesting; has commenced in places, 
but the work is not, as yet, fully under 
way, havinj: been delayed by the rains. 
Nearly aH ciiriespondents report a good 
yield in prospect, and some state that it 
will be i-xcejit ioiially lart'e, anil, in fact, 
the best in years, ('uttiii); wUl be ^'en- 
eral throughout the State during the 
next few dayi, provided the weather 
will permit. 

Tiie reports this week relative to corn 
are practically a repetition of those re- 
ceived last week. There ia scarcely a 
dissension from the general opinion of 
farmers that the prospects for the crop 
are liighly enconraginff. Many state 
that the present onUook ia the best in 
ten years. The«weather conditions of 
the past month have been especially 
favorable to this crop, and although it is 
still slightly late and its growth some- 
whst uneven in places, it ia healthy and 
vigorous and of good color. It ia unusu- 
ally clear of weeds and graaaea, thopgh in 
a few localitiea where the rains have been 
so frequent as to prevent cultivation, 
there is some complaint of the presence 
of these detriments. Generally speak- 
in^r, however, the greater portion of the 
crop is "laid by" in fine condition. Some 
fields njion low grounds were damajjred 
from overflows. A few correspondents 
report that the chinch bujj: is leaving the 
wheat an<l noin^i into corn liehls. but no 
serious or general injury is anticiiJated 
from it. 

Tobacco shows an improved condition 
f)Ver that rejtorted last week. It has 
been (greatly benetitted by the recent 
rain, and the plants are Krowinir very 
rapidly. Tlie majority nf coriespondents 
state tliat the jjrowth of the cro]) is un- 
even, but this will be ovi>rcome with a 
continuance of favorable weather condi- 
tions. Some of the plants are now in 
the top in the southern counties and the 
sjeneral outlook for the crop is very en- 
courawinjj. 

Pastures and meadows were improved 
during the week but are still in poor con- 
dition, and the latter are now too far ad- 
vanced for any further betterment in 
their condition to be expected. 

Gardens are much oetter tlian was 
anticipated some time ago, and such pro- 
duce as has been liarveated ia generally 
of good quality. 

Late fruits promise well, but the ear- 
lier ones, eapedaliy peaebea, are, as a 
rule, short and very inlerior in quality.

Dr. Collins, another dmggist, testi- 
fied that Eddmon said he was reading a 
paper when be heard the shot, and it 
sounded as if from the hack room of the 
store. He and Eddmon went to notify 
PeaDT of his wife's death. Eddmon in- 
sisted when he saw no one in the lower 
room that Peuny was not at home, and 
tried to get witness to le^ve the house. 
He refined, and found Peuny asleep 
apatairs. 

Jacob Miner testified he ha<i )iourd 
Eddiuou ly ho was on the way home 
whea ho hcurd the shut. Later Edd- 
niou suid he was reading a paper, aud 
still later toid the coroner he was count- 
illK 111 tht' store. 

Karl I a.->- ^.lyf jiractically the same 
t( !-t'.iiic)iiy. iie was askcil about a iti.iu 
uaim-d Dt'imis ami n.iiiI DfiiuKs was a 
blacksmith, claimed to lie hunting' a 
loi'atioii tor u !>hi>p; spent tlio umht if 
tJie iimr.i'-r ut .Steveu.s' boariluji.'ii'iii-.e 
wliere .Miner and (.'assi boarded; did not 
KO to tliu sL'eiic (it' the inuider but left 
tho next day. Ihis te.stimouy is cou- 
loetured tu 'mean that the defense will 
throw su-^iiKMiii on Denuis. 

Dr. Cauiieid testified that Eddmon 
told liim he was couminK ca-^li when 
the t-hot wa.s tirtd. He asked Eddmon 
whether tiiero w.is any trouble between 
Pcaiiy and hiH wife. He answered he 
did nut liki; to >ay, that "one must be 
Tery eaieful r.i matters ol this kind." 

John Huston tiv-tiiied he searched in 
the alley baek ot Eddmon "s store ou 
tliat ui^'hr, but could lind no trark.s. 

Peter Van Valketibnrfj; testilied tlie 
ground was soft and muddy tliat niRht. 
Th» jiute tioiu the alley to Eddmon's 
lot was fjadloeked. Had seen a revolver 
belongiii;< to Kcldiiion in tiie latter'.s 
store about £>ix mouths before the mur- 
der. 

The principal witne.ss of the day was 
the husband of the murdered womuu. 
He testihtid that the doctor frequently 
went to his houl^o lute at uijihc to be 
shaved. That the night beiore the 
tragedy he called after 1 o cj.xik, aud 
Mrs. Poany culled him telling Mm ^lut 
Dr Eddmon was there aud wautea to 
be bhaved. This was the first time that 
Khe hud kept the doctor oat of the bouse 
nutil he came down. Peany also stated 
that when he retired at 8:80 his wife 
went into her bedroom and he never 
saw her alive afterward. He had uevei 
snspected his wife of nudue intimacy 
with Dr. Eddmon, and was not jealous 
of her. He slept alone upstairs for thze* 
years on ao connto f catarrh.

As early as the year 
1800 about 100,000 centners of sunflower 
oil (oil of the seeds of Uelianthna sonue) 
were manufactured in RnssiSi and it^ 
amount has Increased year by year, it 
bf>inR Rsteemed as a very palatable 
alimentary oil. The oil was fbrmerly 
obtained by hvdrsalic means; the 
residual cake is harder than any other 
vHfiety of oil cake, and for this reason 
apparently it has not found a wider ap- 
plication. Denmark and the northern 
countries import lar^e quantities an- 
nually, as do also the eastern provinces 
of Germany, and the problem of its dis- 
integration has been succcessfully solved 
by several manufactures there. It is
